came the River Clyde. As the trans- 
port crunched its bow on the sandy 
•here, Drewry's lighter hit the beach 
•t her port bow. Jumping ashore 
wth a hauser he secured the small 
craft and went to the aid of Captain 
Unwin who by this time had jumped 
into the water in an effort to place 
another lighter. 
Both, despite ma- 


chine gun and shrapnel, escaped death 
by inches but were unable at once to 
accomplish their task. Drewry leap- 
ed aboard •* lighter and then into the 
water again to assist a wounded sol- 
dier. He then threw away his revol- 
ver coat and hat and went back to 
the aid of the captain. Shortly after- 
ward a bit of shrapnel struck the 
youth on the head knocking him down. 
He was earned aboard the River 
Clyde, his wound dressed, and he im- 
mediately rushed back to the aid of 
Captain Unwin. With s rope in his 
tteth he swam to other lighteis and 
fastened then lo the grounded craft. 
Twice he executed this feat under 
sniping hre until rescued completely

•A Spanish dramatist has written an altogether con- 


vincing and life-like tragedy based on the idea that an in- 
nocent person may at last be convicted and condemned by 
public opinion through the confusion of conjecture and 
•uspicion with known fact on the part of observers not 
lacking in honest purpose. Lady Gregory has handled 
the same theme more lightly but with equal force in her 
Ifjah comedy of "Carrying the News." In each case the 
value of human testimony is questiond and with good 
veaton. 
.Wondering at another's account of a witnessed inci- 
dent! who has not said to himself that if he told the story 
Jfe that way he would not be speaking the truth? And 
yet the other witness may have no wish to mislead. No 
two men, perhaps, are struck by exactly the same features 
of a given spectacle or impressed by the same details. 
Human testimony is giving to startling variation and he

The reported experiments of a Swiss university pro- 


fessor with a view to test the value of the testimony of 
the average man confirm the experience of all thoughtful 
observers. He selected fifty-four students from his class 
and called on them to give oral answers to questions about 
the grounds which each day came within the range of 
their vision. Not one of the entire fifty-four answered 
corroetly the eight questions of the test.

His friends, headed by his father, ar-, 
gned that he could not be extradite*! 
to Italy, because Italy had always re- 
fused, under the extradition treaty of 
1868, to return Italian subjects to the 
United States to answer for crimes 
committed here. Italy, however, made 
a request for the prisoner. Months o* 
diplomatic exchanges followed, while 
Charlton remained confined in the 
New Jersey jail. 


Judge John A. Blair, sitting as a 


federal extradition magistrate, held 
Charlton subject to extradition. Sec- 
retary of State Knox approved that 
conclusion, taking the position that in- 
asmuch as Charlton could not be 
brought to answer for the crime in 
this country the United States would 
adhere to its interpretation of the 
treaty by surrendering him to Italy. 


Charlton's father then began the 


last fight to save his son from extra- 
dition. 
He applied to the United 


States Circuit Court of New Jersey 
for his release on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. The court refused to grant 
his release, and an appeal then was 


I taken to the Supreme Court of the 


I United States.

Jumping ashore 
wth a hauser he secured the small 
craft and went to the aid of Captain 
Unwin who by this time had jumped 
into the water in an effort to place 
another lighter. 
Both, despite ma-

ed aboard •* lighter and then into the 
water again to assist a wounded sol- 
dier. He then threw away his revol- 
ver coat and hat and went back to 
the aid of the captain.

In each case the 
value of human testimony is questiond and with good 
veaton.

The reported experiments of a Swiss university pro-

With the acceptance of the confes- 


sion as a solution of the crime, there 
arose almost at once the diplomatic 
problem of Charlton's extradition. 
His friends, headed by his father, ar-, 
gned that he could not be extradite*! 
to Italy, because Italy had always re- 
fused, under the extradition treaty of 
1868, to return Italian subjects to the 
United States to answer for crimes 
committed here. Italy, however, made 
a request for the prisoner. Months o* 
diplomatic exchanges followed, while 
Charlton remained confined in the 
New Jersey jail. 


Judge John A. Blair, sitting as a 


federal extradition magistrate, held 
Charlton subject to extradition. Sec- 
retary of State Knox approved that 
conclusion, taking the position that in- 
asmuch as Charlton could not be 
brought to answer for the crime in 
this country the United States would 
adhere to its interpretation of the 
treaty by surrendering him to Italy. 


Charlton's father then began the 


last fight to save his son from extra- 
dition. 
He applied to the United 


States Circuit Court of New Jersey 
for his release on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. The court refused to grant 
his release, and an appeal then was
